I think he ought 
lo slay home instead of roaming all around the world and Asia and 
making fool slaloments." 


"We're really at war—in a sense 


—with Red China now," said Con- 
nally, chairman of Ihe senate for- 
eign relations committee. 


Could Smash Ties 


Douglas, in San Francisco after 


an expedition along the southern 
'rentiers of Russia and China, lold 
a reporter that U. S. recognition 
of Red China would serve as a 
means to smash China's political 
ties with Russia. 


Welker called Douglas a "high 


administration "spokesman" 
and 


said the Douglas statement indi- 
cated the admmlstralion might 
recognize Communist regimes in 
both Asia and Europe. 


Shouts Denial 


This brought an angry shouting 


denial by Connally lhat Douglas 
was an adminislralion spokesman 
or that the president or Secretary 
of State Acheson favored recog- 
nizing Red China. 


Connally 
accused 
Welker ot 


stooping beneath the dignity of a 
U.S. senator and making a "pure- 
ly political attack." 


The exchange occurred during 


senate debate on the multi-billion 
dollar foreign aid bill.

WASHINGTON— (AP) — 
'he senate crime investigat- 
ng committee called on cities 
cross the land today to band 
ogether in a war on organiz- 
d crime and grafting public 
ifficials. 


In a final report to the sen- 


ite on its sensational 15- 
month-long inquiry, the com- 
mittee told of "captive com- 
munities" held in bondage by 
he twin evils. 
The committee.goes out of cx- 


stence at midnight tonight. But 
t strongly urged that congress 
arry on the crusade and that with 
ederal help only at the start a 
'rivately-financed national crime 
oordinatlng council be created to 
<ecp "the searchlight of public 
'igilance turned upon crime and 
orruptlon." 


Hit* at Governor 


The committee aimed stinging 
hrusts at Florida's Governor Ful- 
er Warren and, by indirection, at 
iVilliam O'Dwyer, ambassador to 
Mexico and former mayor of New 
York. 


The report also pictured.VVash- 


nglon, the nation'* capital, as a 
po*sibl«. "pivotal point for gam- 
ollng ivperatioji of considerable 
size."'There is-evidence, too, the 
committee 'aaid,, "of widespread 
traffic in narcotic drugs" in the 
District of Columbia. 


The group recommended a new 


senate committo make a "thor- 
ough investigation" of crime con- 
ditions here, especially any tleups 
between criminal elements in the 
capital and adjoining areas. 


Increase in Drug* 


The committee denounced "m 


startling increase'1 in drug addic- 
tion among the nation's teen-age 
youth, described dramatically at 
ts televised hearings. It placed the 
blame on the same gangland 
which, it charged, runs "the lucra- 
tive field of illegal gambling, often 
operating under corrupt 
official 


sanction." 


The evils it described, the report 


said,- were found to be as deeply 
rooted in the medium sized cities 
as in the big ones. 


To help bring every weapon into 


action against criminals, the com- 
mittee called for federal legisla- 
tion to permit wiretapping by fed- 
ml agents. With proper safe- 
guards, it said tapping of phone 
in«s would not encroach upon the 
privacy of the honest citizen, 


Powerful Tool 


"Wiretapping is a powerful tool 


n the hands of law-enforcement 
officers," the report said. "Federal 
agents are seriously handicapped 
n their regular enforcement work 
by the legal restrictions which 
jresently surround this valuable

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Tribune Boosts Leo Allen 


An editorial in Thursday's Chicago Tribune has some in- 


teresting remarks about the coming gubernatorial contest in 
Illinois and gives our congressman, Leo Allen of Galena, who 
has represented this district in congress with great credit for 
many years, a definite boost. Says the Tribune: 


Although more than seven months remain before the 


voters make their choice, there is already a lively field of can- 
didates for the Republican nomination for governor of Illi- 
nois. With one exception, the principal recommendation of 
all these candidates is their success in winning local or minor 
state offices. That is not enough. 


The nominee for governor should be determined by avail- 


ability. That's a technical term as politicians use it. "Is he 
available?" doesn't mean, "Will he run?" but "Can he win?" 
Availability takes into account the extent of a candidate's 
acquaintance, his standing with various large segments of 
voters, the absence from his record of acts that would bit- 
terly antagonize any important bloc in the party, and often 
his residence. But the most important tets of "availability" 
in the political sense is whether a candidate measures up to 
the office h? seeks. 


The voters of Illinois, in common with those of other 


states, may fairly be suspected of taking a sense of humor 
to the polls on occasion. They have elected some-strange 
characters to public office, and the republic has still survived; 
as the voters were sure it would. There is a difference, how- 
ever, between local and minor state office and that of gov- 
ernor. From ability to be elected to the former jobs it does 
not follow that the same person can be elected governor. 


The people of Illinois have shown in many elections that 


they think the governor of Illinois is a pretty big fellow, in a 
pretty big job. They may be willing to take a risk, or a joke, 
on minor offices, but when they vote for a governor (or a 
United States senator) they expect a candidate with dignity 
and capacity to perform. 


The Republican party, therefore, .had better look around 


for a candidate recognized asr governor-size." We think Rep 
Leo Allen of Galenaj'one of the announced candidates, is such 
a man. This is not intended as an indorsement of the con- 
gressman, much as we admire him. All of the other Repub- 
lican congressmen, among others, should be taken into con- 
sideration. ' ' 


Army Shows Imagination 


A unique experiment in troop training is being initiated 


by the United States in Korea. 


The expanding South Korean army will be intensively 


re-trained in the field. One division at a time, the South Ko- 
rean* will be pulled back a few miles from the front and 
given eight weeks' schooling in tactics. None of the trainees 
will at any time leave the general battle area. 


As the individual outfits complete their training, they 


will move back into the line. They will there be held in 
readiness should cease-fire talks collapse. 


This is an unusual and imaginative program. And it will 
serve a valuable double purpose. 


If the cease-fire talks succeed, ultimately the South Ko- 


rean army, .must shoulder most of the burden of defending 
free Korea.' It is not now equipped for the job. If, on the 
other hand, the war should resume full-scale, re-trained South 
Koreans probably would contribute much more to UN effort 
than they have so far. 


The story.of the South Korean army has generally been 


one of brave men untrained and often ill-equipped for tough 
fighting. The new.plan is the first real step to end that dan 
gerous state-of affairs.

>an!es and beverage companies let us in on their 
generosities to the boys in the board room, but 
this fact doesn't show up in the prices on the tape nor in the stock 
certificates but is safely and irrevocably tucked away in the minutes 
and we are stuck- To be sure, we don't have to buy their stocks 
>ut we Faceless Men and Women haven't got much sense and when 
we find ourselves with a few dollars over and above the grab for 
Jarry Truman'a built-in social security, we go to the bank or the 
>roker's with' our moist and crumpled bills in our grimy little hands 
and say, "Here, get me some of that third one from the top in the 
second row." 
So he does and from then on we are obliged to sup- 


port X number of persons to us unknown who had spent years 
and years on lavish pay anl bonuses but couldn't put by much on ac- 
count of the same income tax which makes it so hard for us to put 
>y much.

:ouchy subject once or twice be- 
'ore but I find that the custom is 
getting out of hand and further- 
more that it is a precedent for the 
pension raids which the miners' 
and other unions have been mak- 
ng against our income in recent 
years and I would wonder where 
we get off if I didn't know.

Do you know what our social se- 


curity is? It is a paltry little 
dole out of the bankrupt social se- 
curity racket in Washington when 
we are 65, provided we don't keep 
on working and earning a little 
to augment it enough to keep 
body and soul together. If we 
don't .keep" on _working, we can't 
get by on the old-age pension and 
if we do keep on it stops dead 
even though w* have been paying 
into the fund for years and years. 
In this way, we continue to con- 
tribute to the treasury and the 
number of clients of the fraud 
who actually can retire and claim 
the dole is petty compared to the 
total of those who have a right 
to their pensions but can't get 
them. 


I am opposed to social security 


not only as is but in all forms 
and in political principle except 
as a voluntary proposition in 
which case, however, I would in- 
sist that the money be not used 
to pay current expenses of the 
government. 
But I am equally 


hostile to the defiant greed of a 
growing class of business execu- 
tives who padded up their own 
salaries and gave themselves big 
gratuities for doing the work that 
their salaries called for and, then, 
on the qulft, vote themselves big 
pension* which come out of the 
company income before dividends 
are reckoned, and on top of all 
that make contracts with them- 
selves to come in and pve the 
company a little advice out of 
their wisdom as elder statesmen 
and vote themselves "retainers" 
for that. It la getting so raw 
now that the top-klcks serve only 
a few years in the chair at the 
head end of the table before re- 
tiring to let the next one take his 
cut. 


I am aware of nil the tricky 


arguments In favor of this funny 
business and I say it is only it 


modified and legalized form of 
embezzlement. 
Call it "tax an- 


ticipation" or by any other eu- 
phemism worthy of a left-wing 
Ideologian and it still comes out 
that the stockholders have to put 
up for big pensions to men who 
were drawing from $50,000 to 
$150,000 a year for years before 
they quit I am told that it is so 
hard to get high-grade execu- 
tives that you have to sweeten 
things for them this way but I 
say that if it were forbidden by 
law, that thing would straighten 
itself out.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Measles Is Not the Simple* 
Disease Many Folks Think 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. D. 


Soon 
after 
the 
opening of 


schools in the fall is the tim« when 
the common contagious diseases of 
childhood are most likely to cause 
trouble. The big four are measles, 
mumps, chikcnpox, and whooping 
cough. 


They are so common among 


children that I am often asked if it 
isn't best to expose small children 
to such infections intentionally and 
"get it over with." ,The answer 
(with the possible exception of 
chickenpox) is "don't." They are 
not harmless and it is better to 
avoid them if possible. 


Measles, for example, is not the 


simple thing many seem to feel. 
More youngsters die from measles 
than from polio; it often causes 
serious 
complications "such 
as 


broncho-pneumonia or bronchitis; 
even when mild the approximately 
five hundred thousand who have 
measles each year are kept out of 
or other activity for quite a long 
time. 


The cause of measles is a virus 


and this tiny living organism is 
present in the secretions of the 
mouth and nose during the first 
few days during which a person is 
"coming down" with the disease. 


A sneeze or cough will carry the 


virus into the air where it can be 
breathed in by anyone else around. 
This makes measles 
especially 


contagious even before the skin 
rash appears. 


OPEN TO EXPOSURE

It is difficult to avoid exposure 


once an outbieak of measles has 
started in a school. Exposure cer- 
tainly should not be sought but if 
it does occur, one has to consider 
the use of a substance known as 
immune globulin. 


If this is given to a youngster 


who has been exposed, at just the 
right time, it tends to make the 
disease milder and cut down $jt 
the number of serious complied 
tions. 


The mam purpose of this dis- 


cussion of measles is to point out 
that the disease should not be 
taken as a joke and as something 
every child must have. Too often 
measles has been considered* too 
lightly, sometimes with tragic re- 
sults.

Rules Should Be Followed 


"Please settle a dispute," re- 


quests a Portland, (Ore.) cor- 
respondent. "I was the dealer the' 
other night, and happened to have 
a red three in my hand. When my 
first turn came, the player at my 
right had discarded a black three. 
Even if I replaced my red three 
at that time I couldn't possibly get 
the discard pile. Therefore I de- 
cided to let the red three stay in 
ray hand. 


"At my next turn, the top dis- 


card wag a king. I had one king 
in my hand. In my opinion, this 
wan the time to put down my red 
three and raw a new card. I 
might not get the other king that 
I needed, but at least I had some- 
thing to shoot for. 


"As it happened, I did draw an- 


other king. Since I also had the 
count, I wanted to pick up the 
discard pile. I put my two kings 
down, together with the count, 
and tried to take the pile. You 
should have heard the fuss my 
opponents raised. 


"To be brief, they wouldn't let 


me take the pile. They said I had 
to-draw from the stock pile. Is 
this really the rule, or did I get 
jobbed?" 


The opponents were right. My 


Portland friend had no right to 
take the discard pile. His only 


right was to draw the top card c-t 
the stock pile in this situation, '-f 


To begin with, he had no right 


to let the red three stay in his 
hand. It didn't matter that he 
couldn't pick up the discard pile 
that time. He had absolutely no 
choice. He had a red three in his 
hand and it was up to him to put 
it on the table and replace it then 
and chere, not at any later turn. 


When he let the three stay in his 


hand, he was deliberately break- 
ing the rules. Of course he didirl 
mean any harm, but it's considered 
very bad form in any card game 
to break a 
rule 
deliberately. 


Among experienced card players, 
that sort of thing isn't much bet- 
ter than using marked cards. 
Casual card players don't take it 
so seriously, of course, but it's still 
the wrong thing to do. 


If you break one rule deliberate- 


ly, somebody else may break ar.- 
other rule. In a short time tL~ 
result is complete confusion. 


That is the reason for the law. 


The law itself is quite clear on the 
point: "If a player makes the 
correction (puts down a red three 
that he should have put down at 
an earlier turn) before drawing, 
he must at that turn draw from 
the stock and may not take the 
discard pile."

49 Cents of

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


farmer's share of the average 
dollar consumers spent for farm 
foods was about 49 cents in June 
and July, the lowest for any month 
this year, the agriculture depart- 
ment reported today.

The department said prices re- 


ceived by farmers for food pro- 
ducts in July were almost five per 
cent below the record reached in 
February this year but the retail 
price remained substantially the 
same. 


"Thus," the department com- 


mented, "practically all of the de- 
crease In farm prices has been 
absorbed by increases in market- 
ing charges." 


In' January this year the farm- 


er's share of the consumer dollar 
spent for farm foods was 50 cents. 
This went up to 51 cents for 
February, March and April. It 
moved back down to 50 cents in 
May. In June 1950 it was 46 cents.

Good Question With No Answer

WASHINGTON —(AP)— An 


Iowa cemetery refused burial to a 
soldier, killed in Korea, because he 
was not a member of the Cauca- 
sian race. He was an American 
Indian. 


It's easier to explain the race 


from which the American Indians 
sprang than to answer what might 
ceeem a much simpler question: 
Who's an Indian? 


. ~ Anthropologists agree Indians 


• are of the Mongoloid race, which 


includes Chinese and Japanese, 


' and that they came into North 
America from Siberia within the 
last 20.000 years. 


< 
Came 900 Years Ago 


Some Indians, like the Navahos 


and Apaches, are believed to have 
come here along the same route, 
over the Siberian straits and down 
through Alaska, as recently as 900 


i years ago. 


But there is no general agree- 


ment on who is an Indian. Con- 
gress tackled the question several 
years ago and was supposed to 
give a final answer. It never did. 


Even government agencies—like 


the census bureau, which gathers 
figures on population, and the In- 
terior department's 
Bureau of 


Indian Affairs, which handles Ind- 
ian problems for the government 


k —don't have the same definition. 


No Agreement 


But isn't there some general 


agreement on who's an Indian, 
' based on the amount of Indian 
blood in a man? For example: Is 
a man an Indian if he has one- 
half, one-quarter, or one-eighth 
Indian blood? No. 


Indian tribes themselves don't 


agree on that, for one tribe may 
accept as a member a man with 


i one-half Indian blood, another if 


it's one-quarter, another if it's 
one-eighth. 


The census bureau lists as an 


Indian anyone who says he is, 
provided he's accepted as an Ind- 
ian In his community. But the BIA 
Joesn't have a definition which 
designates a "van an Indian ac- 
cording to blood alone. 


150 Reservations 


General!, the BIA Judges a man 


1 to be an Indian if he has one- 


quarter or more Indian blood and 
—if he also has an interest in 
property held in trust by the fed- 
eral government. 


There are about 150 Indian 


reservations in this country, own- 
ed by the tribes which occupy 
them, but held in trust for them 
by the government. The govern- 
ment asumes responsibility for the 


^ Indians connected with the reser- 
i vatlona. 


The responsibility is carried out 


• by BIA by providing education, 


medical care, welfare, and advice 
on tribal problems, like farming. 
The BIA spends about $70,000,000 
a year on this. 


And 'that's where its definition 


come* in—a man is an Indian if 
he has one-quarter or more blood 
and if he has an interest in land 
in trust by the government.

Dumb Blonde 
A Good Bet in 
Marital Race

CHICAGO (AP) — The dumb 


blonde has just as good a chance 
of grabbing a husband early as 
smarter girls, * psychologist said 
today. 


That goes for dumb brunettes 


and redheads too, said Dr. George 
K. Bennett, 
president 
of> the 


Psychological Corporation, New 
York. 


He told the American Psycho- 


logical Association, opening a six- 
day convention, that aptitude tests 
given to high, school seniors can 
do a good job of predicting what 
kind of work the boys and girls 
are most likely to succeed in. 


Tent* Fall 


But the tests "just do not pick 


out the girl who is going to get 
married early. Test scores re- 
corded by the girls who later got 
married show no pattern what- 
ever. They 
vary 
widely, 
and 


average near the average for all 
the high school girls." 


"We might draw the conclusion 


that the traditional 'dumb' blonde 
—and this applies to the brunette 
and redhead as well—has neither 
a better nor a poorer chance of 
finding a husband quickly than 
does her sister of greater skills 
and intellectual attainments." 


Study 1.100 


Dr. Bennett and Drs. Harold 


Seashore and Alexander Wesman 
told of studies of 1.700 men and 
•uymen who had taken aptitude 
tests four years ago to help them 
choose their best fields of work. 
The tests, given in 1947, were 
developed by -the Psychological 
Corporation as one means of help- 
ing people make the best use of 
their talents. 


Some findings, Dr. Bennett said, 


were: 


Boys who later became medical 


students rated higher as a group 
on all of eight tests, especially in 
verbal r e a s o n i n g , numerical 
ability, spelling and grammer. The 
other tests were abstract reason- 
ing, space relations, mechanical 
reasoning, and clerical speed and 
accuracy. 


Scored Higher 


Most of those students now 


seeking college degrees 
scored 


higher in knowledge of words 
and mechanics of English. 


Girls now working as steno- 


graphers and secretaries were 
better in spelling than were 70 
per cent of all high school girls. 


Girls now working as clerks 


were as a group somewhat in- 
ferior to average high school girls 
in language and. numerical skills. 
But they scored higher in clerical 
speed and accuracy. 


Telephone operators scored high- 


er than clerks in the tests. Sales- 
women scored low in verbal rea- 
soning and in language skills.

Hunt for New Hybrid Strain to 
Combat Fungus in Cornfields 


CHICAGO — (AP)— Fungus- 


stricken cornfields in Illinois may 
be aided by hybrid corn' breeding 
material 
from- North Carolina, 


Missouri, Kentucky and Louisiana, 
the department of agriculture said 
yesterday. 


The department said two of its 


plant scientists, Dr. Merle T. 
Jenkins and Miss Alice Roberts, 
have developed evidence that re- 
sistance to the disease-is inherited 
and can be incorporated into new 
lines. The disease is known scien- 
tifically as helminthosporium tur- 
cicum. 


Discovery of the fungus in the 


Illinois corn belt was made known 
earlier this week. Corn growers 
expressed fear that half the corn 
crop would be lost because of the 
disease. 


The agriculture department said 


investigations revealed that no hy- 
brid now being grown in the corn 
belt is resistant to the disease. But 
resistance was found in breeding 
material from the four southern 
states. 


"The next step," the department 


said, "is to combine this with other 
productive characters and origi- 
nate new lines." 


The disease has been known as 


a threat to the country's corn crop 
for 50 years, the department said. 
It shows up every year and in- 
fection spreads "rapidly if 
the 


weather is wet during August. 


One Illinois corn grower said 


earlier this week that "if the situ- 
ation doesn't change immediately 
all we can hope for is chaffy and 
lightweight corn at harvest time." 


Some corn growers sought to

with a chemical called dithrane, 
but it was emphasized the chem- 
ical was being used on an experi- 
mental basis.

SPRINGFIELD —(AP)—A two 


point rise in the index of prices 
receivrd by Illinois farmers during 
the month ending in mid-August 
was noted yesterday by the state- 
federal agriculture departments. 


The index was 307 per cent of 


the 1910-14 base. Soybeans showed 
the only decline, down 15 cents to 
$2.77 a bushel. 


Corn rose two cents to $1.67 a 


bushel and wheat ascended three 
cents to $2.19. Oats stepped up a 
cent to 76 cents a bushel. 


Hogs were $21.20 a hundred- 


weight, an increase of 20 cents.
